Belfast, July W. — Commissioner 
Sinyth, of the Royal Trish Constab- 
ulary, was shot dead in the County 
club at Cork Saturday night by 14 
men who were armed and forced 
their way past the doorman, 
Smyth was found by the intruders 
sitting with friends, one of them 
District Inspector Craig, 

Several of the men fired point- 
blank at Commissioner Smyth, who 
tose but fell dead while endeavor- 
ing to reach the door, Mr Craig 
was wounded during the fusilade. 
Mr Smyth was the divisional com. 
missioner for the Munster Royal 
Trish Constabulary. 

Smith was a captain of the 15th 
Sikbs during the war, and won the 
Victoria Cross. He lost his left 
arm during the fighting and re.
